If a mobilisation 
were proclaimed the Tallinn UVF Detachment would become part of the Leningrad 
air transport division of GVF ( Lonlngradskaia Transport na la Aviataionn&ia Divisia 
GVF). The staff of this air division exists even in peace time at the headquarters 
of the Northern Territorai Administration of Civilian Aviation in Leningrad.

5* ’‘From 1 Aug to 15 Sept 53 a recruiting commission was working at the Tallinn GVF 
Detachment. It recruited pupils for the Leningrad Civilian Aviation Flight School 
( Leningradskoie Liotnols Uchlliahche GVF ) and the Leningrad Civilian Aviation 
A viotecWical School ( Leningradokoie Aviotekhnichee-Koic. Gchiliahche GVF) . Only 
those men could apply who had finished secondary school, were aged between 17 
uixa 25, were physically suitable for service in n •/'Uvtton, had successfully gone 
through courses of some aviation specialty at the D03AAF organization and were 
members or candidates -to membership, cf the Kcroaomol. Both the above Leningrad 
schools are of a semi -military type. The pupils live in barrack-hostels, wear 
25Xf he uniform ° r civilian aviation and get full board and a salary.
